EXAMINATION 


BY MS. EINSTEIN: 


Q Okay. And you are represented by your 
counsel, Ms. Pollen; is that correct? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay. There's some ground rules of 
depositions. One is if you need a break for any 
reason just ask, and we'll stop and start again. 

As you can see, this court reporter is 
typing. So he can't type "uh-huh” or "huh-uh" very 
well, and he can't type nods or shaking your head at 
all. So, if you would, say yes or no. That would 


really help. 
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Also he can't type two things at once very 
well. So if you would please let me finish my 
question before you answer, and I will try to let you 
finish your answer before I start another question. 

The most important thing is if you don't 
understand any of my questions, please ask, and I'll 
rephrase it so that you do. Okay? What is your 
name, sir? 

A Bryan Jay Bly. 
Q Does the "J" stand for something in 


particular? 


A J-a-y is my middle name. 


Q Oh, okay. All right. And your business 
address? 
A It's 2100 Alternate 19, Palm Harbor. 
Okay. And that's in Florida, of course? 
Correct. 
Have you had your deposition taken before? 
No. | 
Q Okay. You have been served with subpoenas 
in other depositions that you didn't give, hase 
you? 
I don't know. 
Okay. Do you recall one that was supposed 


June 2nd, just exactly a month ago, that you 
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were served with a subpoena? 
A I remember signing for one. I didn't know 
what the details were. 
Q Okay. And do you know that Erika Lance gave 
that deposition instead? 
MS. POLLAN: Okay. I'm going to go ahead 
and object, and I would like for the record -- I'm 
going to give you an exhibit. This is the order 
that was signed yesterday by Judge Wilkes, and I 
apologize I don't have it. 
MS. EINSTEIN: I have it. 
MS. POLLAN: Okay. I'm going to give this 
to the court reporter. If you could attach this 


as Exhibit 1. 


(Deposition Exhibit Number 1 was marked for 


identification.) 

MS. POLLAN: This is an order, for the 
record, that specifically limits what Mr. Bly will 
be talking about today. Specifically I'm going to 
read it. It says:

The 
scope of the deposition will be strictly limited

Items 1-2, 8-9, 16 and 20 are stricken from 
the subpoena duces tecum for EE NN 
irrelevant. Bryan Bly will not be required to 
bring to the deposition any documents regarding 
these items, ahd any questioning about these items 


will not be permitted. 


Further, any questioning regarding Bryan Bly 


Signing other mortgage assignments for any other 
entities is prohibited. 
I'm going to object and instruct him not to 
© answer because that has nothing to do with this 
case. 

MS. EINSTEIN: Okay. And I would respond 
that it is very typical to ask people about having 
depositions before at a deposition. 

MS. POLLAN: You're asking about Erika 
Lance's deposition. 

Q (By Ms. Einstein) Do you remember being 
served with notice in this deposition? 

A Yeah. I guess so. I don't remember what 
the subpoena was exactly for that I signed. 

Q Okay. Do you remember being served with a 


f ) subpoena on May 13th of this year? 
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A I remember being served a subpoena that I 
turned over to my boss as far as that goes. 

Q Do you remember that there was a list of 
things to bring with you? 

A I didn't receive a list then. I mean, the 
only thing I know what I'm supposed to bring is

Q Okay. 

MS. POLLAN: If you'd like, I can go ahead 
and give you what he's given to me to produce 
or -- 

MS. EINSTEIN: I would, but I would also 
like to see whether he can identify the subpoena 
that he was -- 

MS. POLLAN: Yeah, sure. He can go ahead. 
I'll just -- do you want me to do this now or -- 

MS. EINSTEIN: Yes. Go ahead. 

‘MS. POLLAN: Okay. Mr. Bly has. given me 
to produce -- he doesn't have this, but it's 
from -- it's called The Unanimous Written Consent 
and a Limited Power of Attorney. 

I pees Ms. Einstein has seen this before, 
but I'm going to go ahead and give them to the 


court reporter. 


MS. EINSTEIN: Okay. Would you mark 
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those, please? Call the Unanimous Written 
Consent ~~ well, call the Limited Power of 


Attorney Exhibit 3. 


(Deposition Exhibit Number 3 was marked for 


identification.) 

MS. EINSTEIN: And the Unanimous Written 
Consent as Exhibit 4. 

(Deposition Exhibit Number 4 was marked for 
identification.) 

MS. EINSTEIN: And let's call this copy of 
the subpoena Exhibit 1 -- I'm sorry, 2. 1 was the 
order. 

(Deposition Exhibit Number 2 was marked for 
identification.) 

Q (By Ms. Einstein) Okay. Now, the lines are 
things that Judge Wilkes decided you did not have to 
bring, but without the lines, do you remember seeing 
this particular document before? 

A Vaguely. 

Q Okay. Do you recognize it as having a list 
of documents you were suppose to bring with you to 
the deposition? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. And you said you gave it to your 


supervisor or your boss? What did you say exactly

Give that back to the 
court reporter now. Well, you recognize that there 
is a list of things.

Q Do you -- is what you don't know whether 
such a thing exists or you don't know why you don't 
have it with you today? 

A I know it exists, but they were never in my 
possession. 

Q Okay. And number five is the same question 
regarding Citi Residential Lending, and that is the 


thing you produced, which we will call Exhibit 4. 


Just to make things simple, let's call Citi 


Residential Lending "Citi" from now on. Okay? All 
right. Now, is Exhibit 4, which -- do you need to 
see it again? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Is that the only corporate resolution 
or other document showing your position or authority 
vitki citi Residential Lending, which we're now 
calling Citi? 

A I don't know. 


Q Have you ever seen another one? 
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A They're not in my possession, 

Q Okay. Okay. Was this one in your 
possession? 

A The only time I saw it was yesterday in 
preparation. 

Q Okay. When did you first find out that it 
existed? 

A I knew they existed because when we sign an 
account our names are applied to submit for the 


corporate resolutions. 


Q Okay. And how did you know when the 


resolution actually was finalized or approved? 

A We can't sign before it is. 

Q Okay. 

A It's that simple. 

Q How did you find that out? How did you find 
out now you can sign? 

A That's up to our quality control and our 
senior vice-presidents. When we have the 
determination, they give the okay for the documents 
to be printed. 

Q Okay. So did they tell you or it's just the 
fact that these showed up? 

A It's reasonable for me to assume when they 


showed up that the resolution was in place. 
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And reasonable based on what? 
Common sense. 
Q Okay. When did these documents. for 
Residential Lending start showing up? 
A It varies. I don't recall. 
Q Okay. Do you recall signing papers for Citi 
based on some other documents? 
A Yes. 
Q Okay. And what would that have been? 
A I can't recall specific documents. Only I 
can recall that I've signed for that account. 
Q Okay. But my question was before you 
learned of this document, did you sign papers for 


Citi based on some other document? 


A I signed other documents for Citi as they 


were produced. I can't give an exact date. 

Q Okay. So you were signing documents for 
Citi without ever having seen Exhibit 4 which 
authorized you to do that; is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. Now, let me let you see this again, 
Exhibit 4, for a minute. Okay. It is signed in one 
place by Timothy M. Hayes and another sheet by Sanjiv 
Das and Paul R. Ince. Do you know any of these 


people? 
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A No. 
Q Do you know that they are the executive 


committee of the board of directors at Citi? 


Did you look them up to see who they 


Q Okay. Did you get on Citi's web site to see 


if they're the right people? 


A No. 

Q Did you rely on anyone else to do that: 
research? 

A Yes. 

Q Who? 

A My bosses. 

Q Okay. Can you give names of particular 
people you relied on? 

A Just the overall team: The account set up, 
the vice-presidents and so forth. 

Q Okay. So did you ask them specifically, 
"Are these the right three people to sign this so, 
that I'm covered?" 

A No. 

Q Okay. Now, you just had Exhibit 4 in your 


hand. You can look at it again; but is there 
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anything -- any letterhead, any corporate seal, 
anything that -- other than what it says, is there 
anything that identifies it uniquely to Citi? You 
can see it again, if you would like. 

A No. 

Q Okay. Did it come in any special binder or 
any special letterhead? 

a I wouldn't know because I never saw it. 

Q Okay. What does the document mean? 

A A document is variable. It could be an 
assignment. It could be for a lease or satisfaction 
of mortgage. The document is just an instrument to 
meet a particular need. 

Q Okay. I'm not -- I'm sorry, I meant this 


particular document, Exhibit 4. What does that mean? 


A Ob, that means that I have the authorization 


to sign on their behalf. 

Q | And to sign as what? 

A Sign as an authorized signature. 

Q Okay. But what title or description do you 
sign as? 

A The way the signator works is depending on 
the area that it's going to be recorded. There's 
stipulations whether it's a vice-president or 


attesting secretary to meet the recording 
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requirements of that particular county or state. 

That would be the designated title per document. 
Q Okay. Did you say attesting secretary? 
A Yes. 

MS. POLLAN: Okay. I'm going to go ahead 
and object for the record. This is Pech iehtoE 
because he's never seen this before other ee 
preparing for today. The document speaks for 
itself. 

MS. EINSTEIN: His understanding of it is 
very relevant since it's been relied on. 

Q (By Ms. Einstein) Okay. The next item: 
Any corporate resolution or any document showing your 


position or authority with NTC. Did you bring that 


kind of a document? 


A No. 

Q Is there such a document? 

A No, not to my knowledge. 

Q Okay. So there may be, but you don't know? 
A I don't know. 

Q Okay. Any corporate resolution or other 


document showing your position or authority with 
Deutsche Bank? 
A I didn't bring any, but I have signed a 


submission for the corporate resolution. So I'm sure 
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one exists. I just don’t have it in my possession. 

Q Okay. Well, what are you meaning by 
submission? 

A Before we start an account the names of the 
signers that are going to be approved are sent to the 
corporation for approval, and not until the approval 
is received back by us do we go forward. 

Q` Okay. So have you gone forward with signing 
anything for Deutsche Bank? 


A Actually I've signed for Deutsche Bank, 


Q Okay. All right. All documents -- do you 
have an idea of how many you signed for Deutsche 
Bank? 
MS. POLLAN: I'm going to instruct him not 
to answer. That has nothing to do with this case. 
MS. EINSTEIN: Well, it's not one of the 
things that were struck, and Deutsche Bank is the 
Plaintiff. I'm sorry, were you instructing him 
not to answer? 


MS. POLLAN: EI need a minute to think 


about this. If he signs for Deutsche Bank in this 


case -- but he signed for Citi residential. So 
I'm going to instruct him not to answer. 


Q (By Ms. Einstein) Okay. The next thing you 
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were suppose to do ~- to bring was all documents 
showing your communications with Citi Residential 
Lending concerning your duties as vice-president, 
including telephone logs, notes on telephone calls, 
e-mails and memos. 

A I have brought none because I have none. 


Q Okay. Next is your job description as 


vice-president of Citi Residential Lending. 


A I have brought none because my job 
description simply is äs signer. 

Q Okay. The next item was records, including 
travel records, showing all your meetings, 
conferences or other contact with other officers of 
Citi Residential Lending. 

A None exist. 

Q Okay. And does that mean that no records 
exist or none of these meetings, conferences or other 
contacts exist? 

A None of them exist. 

Q Okay. The next item was all your past and 
present employment contracts at Citi Residential 
Lending. 

A There's none. 

Q Okay. Next was all corporate seals or 


corporate stamps of which you have custody and 
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control, including those for Citi Residential Lending 
and any other financial institution or business 
entity. 

A I have none related to that. 

Q Okay. You mean you have none of the things- 
I just described? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay. All certificates, diplomas or any 
other documentation showing any post-secondary 
education, vocational training, certification courses 
or other education and training received by you after 
high school. 

A I have none. 

Q Okay. Any document showing the authority of 
Citi Residential Lending to act as Attorney-in-Fact 
for Ameriquest Mortgage Company, and I believe that 
is Exhibit 3. So if I can have you look at that, 


please. Do you want to. look at all the pages? 


Okay. Is this the -- is Exhibit 3 the only 


document that meets the description in our request 
any document showing the authority of Citi 
Residential Lending to act as Attorney-in-Fact for 
Ameriquest Mortgage Company? 

A I don't know. 


Q Okay. When did you receive this? 
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A I first saw this yesterday. 

Q Okay. Before you learned of this paper, did 
you sign papers ~- documents involving Ameriquest 
loans? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. And was that based on some other 
document? 


A Based on knowing it wouldn't be presented to 


me unless I had signing authority.

A I was -- they call it post scanning. I was 
assembling and reassembling mortgages to mail back to 
clients or homeowners. 

Q Okay. Explain the title signer. 

A It means that you're designated by the 
company that -- the account that we're dealing with 
to sign on their behalf to help execute the document. 

Q Okay. How many in that title at NTC? 

A I wouldn't know because the corporate 
resolution varied between 10 people and maybe as many 
as 30 or 40 and sometimes ~- 

Q Okay. But, I mean, do you mean how many 
people at your job location are signers? 

A I don't know the exact number. 

Q Okay. Is it more than 10 but less than 25 


or is it like 100 or -- 


A It's definitely less than 25. I would say 


the main signers are under a dozen.

Harbor, Florida. 

Q Do you know how many people work there? 

A It varies between 200 and 350. 


Okay. And they all work for NTC?

So if there's like 8 to 12 signers, 
and you mentioned a few other titles, what are most 
of those 200 or 300 people doing?
